Naw York, August 12.—The Times to-day has the 
following written documents now in the hands of the 
Navy Department at Washington add to the record 
of miserable human suffering already published in 
connection with the finding of the Greely relief ex- 
pedition, There are the most shocking stories of in- 
humanity and cannibalism. All the facts have been 
in the possession of Secretary Chandler for nearly 
three weeks, but so closely have they been guarded, 
and so strictly have the naval officers and sailors 
maintained the silence imposed upon them that not 
even an inkling of 

THE TRUE AND HORRIBLE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS 
has yet reached the  pubiic ear. For 
the sake of humanity and the 
American people the army authorities 
are endeavoring to keep the matter hushed, but in 
the official investigation which is almost sure to 
come, the facts in all will undoubtedly come out. 
Every effort will presumably be taken to prevent it, 
but the truth must be known intime. It will be re- 
membered that in Commander Schley's first dispatch 
to Seeretary Chandler announcing the finding of the 
Greely patty, he said: “I would urgently suggest 
that the be@dies now on board be placed in metallic

in West Point the dispatch was answered by Rear 
Admiral Nichols, acting secretary of the navy. He 
said: “Use your own discretion about care and 
transportation of bodies.” Secretary Chandler 
afterward telegraphed: “Prepare them according 
to yqur judgment and bring them home.” 
IT TOOK SOME DAYS 
to preparethe iron caskets which were all bolted 
and riveted.’ It was remarked at the time by expe- 
rienaed officers that this would hardly have been 
necessary for the preservation of the frozen 
bodies. Thé@y could safely have been brought 
on , without any delay in wooden 
coffims. The design was obviously to prevent all pos- 
sibility of friends of the dead sailors being given an 
opportunity to look at their remains for the purpose 
of identification or otherwise. Even the sailors on 
the relief ships, with the exception of afew men who 
assisted in removing the bodies, were not allowed to 
see them. 
THE LIPS OF THE OFFICERS WERE SEALED. 

When Commander Schley met Secretary Chandler 
and General Hazen at Portsmouth, August 2, on the 
arrival of the ships from St. Johns. he was very 
much agitated and called the gentlemen into the 
cabin of the vessel. Undoubtedly he then com- 
municated to them the facts which have since 
became an open secret. The sufferings and priva- 
tions of the menin their canvas hut, during the 
long bitter winter of 1883, have not half been told.

cannot be learned now, though the papers in the 
possession of the Navy Department give all the par- 
ticulars as told by the survivors. At first they were 
loath to talk of the horrible experience they had 
passed through, but after promises of absolute 
secrecy their evidence was all taken in writing. 
Lieutenant Greely said that he wished 
the men had been rescued by the army instead of 
the navy. Of course it was impossible to keep the 
actual state of affairs from the crew, but absolute 
silence was imposed upon them. The officers were 
not allowed to talk of what had occurredin their 
presence. One man who openly spoke in the mess- 
room about the inhumanity of using 

FRAGMENTS OF HUMAN FLESH AS BAIT FOR SHRIMP 
was severely reprimanded. Not a word of the facts 
was given to anybody until Commander Schley 
made his report to Secretary Chandler. 
A Times reporter questioned a few of the 
officers on the three relief ships as they made fast 
to their moorings at the Navy Yard last evening. 
Some of them asserted flatly that the bodies of the 
dead sailors were not at all mutilated when they 
were found and scouted all idea of cannibalism. 
Others admitted that the bodies were shocking to 
look upop, but attributed it tothe storm and the 
ice.

Jerrenson Crty, Mo., August 12.—At 10:45 the 
convention was called to order by O'Day.

A WILD WAR-WHOOP. ' 

A ferocious letter to the editor from Gen. 
Cassius M. Ciay, of Kentucky, appears in the 
New York Sun. An original Abolitionist of 
the red-handed Jonny Broww type, he went 
over to the Democrats after the war and bit- 
terly opposed the reconstruction measures, The 
bloody riots and Kuklux outrages of the recon- 
struction period he charged to Federal .inter- 
ference and the Republican party. But now at 
the age of . seventy-four. be discovers in ‘the 
Danville and Copiah affairs a reason for be- 
lieving that he was wrong that BLAINE 
and Logan should be elected to begin over 
again the abandoned experiment of Federal in- 
terference,. with force bills and military 
raids, for the protection ofthe ballot box from 
bulldozers and violence. Now he holds the ‘‘Solid 
South” responsible for Danville and Copiah, 
and fiercely assailing the doctrine that such oc- 
currences cannot be prevented by Federal 
action, he asks: 

Has all my life work b een in vain? Have I lost a 
large estate? Has my family been broken up? Has 
more than one of my children been poisoned to 
death, and the youngest left alive by miracle only? 
Have I been robbed of my property in many ways, 
by open violence and fires? Have I been stabbed 
and shot by mobs? Have I suffered fierce slanders? 
Am I to die with the wounds which I received, or by 
the executioners of the solid South? And is there 
no help? 

It is clear from this raving that, brooding in 
his old age pver the wrecks and tragedies with 
which the infirmities of his temper have strewn 
the record of his life, this old man has been 
converted into a more dangerous crank than he 
ever was before by the approach of another 
Presidential contest. If election struggles had 
ever developed in a tenth part of the Southern 
people the same tendency to political and hom- 
icidal mania which has characterized his 
career, local self-government would have 
been declared long ago a bloody im- 
possibility in that section. All through his 
early life he courted angry opposition and des- 
perate encounters as if he loved them. His pis- 
tol and his bowie-knife have done fearful execu- 
tion in more than one hopeless contest where 
they were almost his only support againsta 
practically unanimous array of the people and 
amuch provoked public sentiment. Heis en- 
titled to all the credit belonging to that kind of 
heroism. But his victims were not all killed in 
encounters growing out of political excitements. 
Only a few years ago he shot a negro dead and 
was acquitted on his own testimony as the only 
witness of the affair. His remarkable faculty 
for getting into deadly affrays, and finding op- 
portunities for killing people in _ self- 
defense, is now illustrated in his sud- 
en turning against his political as- 
sociates of the last fourteen years, and charg- 
ing upon them and the “Solid Soutk” all his 
personal sorrows, his losses of property by fire, 
or otherwise, his domestic troubles, the dissen- 
sions of his family and the deaths of his chil- 
dren. 

General CLAY is to take the stump and rave 
about Danville and Copiah for BLAINE and 
LOGAN. His letter to the Sun shows that his 
sudden conversion to the policy he has so long 
opposed is, like the policy itself, the joint off- 
spring of bitter resentments and unsafe pas- 
sions, if not of reason dethroned. 


Toe scandal campaign started against 
CLEVELAND has been accepted by some mis- 
taken Democrats as a challenge tostart a sim- 
ilar campaign against BLAINE, and there has 
been so much underhanded threatening and in- 
sinuation about ascandal in BLAINE’s early 
life that itis worth while to dispose of that 
question, once for all: The best way to dispose 
of all such stories is to bring them out into 
the light of day and see what there is in them. 
We accordingly reprint from the Chicago 
Times the result of its investigations on the 
spot, and there is hardly the raw material 
for an ordinary campaign hie in the whole 
thing. It is nothing more than the vague 
gossip of an old-fashioned country neighborhood 
in Kentucky to the effect that thirty odd years 
ago a young lady teacher in one of the schools 
there became a mother before she was a wife. 
Itis due to BLAINE to say that the friends 
whose affection he gained during his stay in 
Kentucky are ready to denounce as a disgrace- 
ful slander any attempt to connect bis name 
with this antiquated scandal.

The only sound policy is 
to treat it as an item of news and a question of 
fact to be disposed of—the sooner the better.

~An Alleged Chapter in the Life of 
James G. Blaine While a 
School Teacher. 


It is Charged That He Blighted 
the Fair Fame of a 
Young Lady. 


Her Sudden Disappearance From the 
Kentucky Village to Seek 
Oblivion. 


A Prima Facie Case That Probably Needs 
a Searching Ministerial Investigation 
--Backed by Affidavits.

Mittenapcre, Ky.. August &—These old Ken- 
tucky towns afford types of character seldom seen 
in real life in the northern and western States. Many 
of thecoloneis and the majors are still on earth. 
Some of the fraternity are dilapidated as well as 
antiquated, but they linger around the hotels, in the 
Court Houses, and can be found atthe cattle and 
horse sales, which occur daily, expressing their 
views of the merits and demerits of the animals ex- 
posed to public anction. The towns, however, bear 
evidences of thrift, and despite the fact that the dis- 
tilleries are closed the business of the country stores 
issaidto be good, and the villages are certainly 
quite pretty. Still they are not so lively as they 
were before the war, when liquor was eheap and 
reasonably pure, negroes were articles of property, 
and the true Kentuckian was a gentieman of leisure 
in every sense of the word. Still the Millersburg of 
to-day is not the town of thirty-five years ago. It 
was a very flourishing village then, surrounded by a 
most beautiful country, and inhabited by wealthy 
people. The “Cane Ridge” boys came to town 
nightly. and indulged in the typical southern game 
of “crack loo,” using $20 gold-pieces for each bet. 
These young men rode blooded borses, and made 
Millersburg howl when they comme totown. The 
stakes have been reduced to a paltry nickel in these 
degenerated times, and the ave youth of the 
day busies himself with trading in and cattle 
or agricultural pursuits. The days of the rapid 
youth have passed in the Blue grass region. 

Millersburg had a famous female school in 1850-51. 
At the same time a companion institution for the 
education of boys flourish ed at Blue Licks, about 
twelve miles distant. Both were managed by Col. 
Thornton F. Johnson, who has long since left the 
land of the living, and the existence of this Ee 
brings the Times commissioner to the words of the 
text—-viz: “A Scanda) of Over Thirty Years Ago.”

There were possibly two hundred pupils in the 
male department, the sons of the blue-biooded ar- 
istocracy of the land. The lads wore a striking uni- 
‘form, and Major Blaine, being an officer, was attired

missioner saw one of the identical suits the other 
day, its old-time wearer proudly exhibiting it to the 
boys in the “tavern.” It consisted of light-biue 

santaloons with a red stripe at least an inch and a 
fin width, and acoat, alsoof blue, which was 
cut in full ewallow-tail style, faced with red. As 
for buttons, there were just forty-eight larve brass 
ones on the breast of the coatand twenty-four on 
the taille. Anda hat. Such ahat! A huge shako, 
surmounted by waving ostrich plumes. Major 
Biaine’s uniform was said to be even more stunning, 
if*~uch a thing were possible. Being an officer, 
his coat was ornamented with more  but- 
tons than those worn by the pupiis. He wore gold- 
embroidered epaulettes also, and the nodding feath- 
ers in his hat were at leastsix inches longer than 
those in the chapeaux of the pupils, It may be the 
origin of “plumed knight” business, 

{ swell occasions the Major wore a sword, a 
“real” sword, and he was renowned for the tight- 
ness and slimness of his boota, which were then one 
of the distinctive featuresof the dress of the Ken- 
tuckians. These boots were called “copper-toes," 
and made by a shoemaker in Lexington. They 
were made skin-tight, and there were at least five 
inches of peaked toe to them, which turned up in 
front after the fashion of a sleigh-runner or a Dutch 
skate. The Major was a heart-emasher in every 
seuse of the word, He was remarkably neat in his 
personal appearance, usually walking with a light 
cane in his right hand, while his left carried a glove 
and a newspaper.

With 
characteristic Kentucky gallantry he refused to say

loquacious people into secret scandal, and ly the 
matter was made more and more pnblic, the 
whole country-side fell to talking ut it.

Blaine had been ity of be- 
traying the lady according to cu rent rumor, At 
the quilting-bees, the mite societies, and the dona- 
tion parties the ladies discussed the question in bat- 
ed breath. But the men folks enjoyed it immensely. 
The habitues of the postoffice and the store 
reveled in it, and the old bucks, who can always be 
found in country towns on the horse-blocks, or en- 
fared in whittling up other people's store-boxes, 

a lasting theme for discussion. 

One day, however, while some ladies were busying 
themselves at an accouchement, one ancient dame 
said she had been noticing Miss —— very ¢ . 
and she was sure something was wrong with her 
physical condition. According to her opinion Miss 
—-— showed the premonitory symptoms of ap- 
proaching maternity. Another chimed in with a 
cheerful secoud, and the scandal, which was bad 
enough before, grew in intensity a thousand fold. 
Of course. the married ladies told their husbands, 
and the liege lords in turn communicated the news 
to the young fellows, and every movement Miss —— 
made was eagerly watched. The community was 
awaiting developments, and, accordiug to the scrap 
of ancient history, they did not remain long in sus- 
pense, Each successive month increased the shad- 
ow of che coming event, and as the lady daily walked 
through the streets of Millersburg to and from the 
boarding-house and the school, the wiseacres 
thought they noticed an excessive predisposition to 
pinguidity. One old fellow thought he detected a 
shrinkage in the lady's dress in the front breadth. 
Another was firm in the belief that her dresses were 
made more loosely than usual. One Sunday the la- 
dy was seized withan attack of faintness at the vil- 
lage church, and was compelled to unioose her dress 
and stays. Then everybody was certain of the 
thing. It was noticed that the lady discarded gtays 
or corsets. Her shapely waist lost its identity. The 
graceful carriage degenerated into an ungainly 
walk, and the lady withdrew from public gaze. 

In the meantime Prof. Johnson was compelled by 
adverse circumstances to give up the school at 
Drennon Springs and Maj. Blaine, laying aside 
his coat and outtons, sword, and nodding plumes, 
sought other fields and was lost to the gaze of Mill- 
lersburg forever. 

When the fact that Maj. Blaine had severed his 
connection with the Western Military academy or 
been thrown out of employment became known, 
the Millersburg folks were all broken up, and they 
circulated a nauseous story that the ee had not 
only sediiced Miss -——, but had basely deserted 
her in her hour of trial. And, if report be true, the 
ood was openly and in secret condemned for his 

shes in not making such reparation to the lady as 
lay in his power, and the whole country fell to talk- 
oe it. 

ne sultry summer afternoon the Lexington stage 
drew up in front of the leading hotel in Millersburg. 
Down the street came Miss -—— with her head hi 
intheair. Paying no attention to the people in the 
doors or on the sidewalks, she entered the stage, 
and, as the coach went down the pike, the citizens 
of this tewn feasted their eyes on her for the last 
time. She has never been seen here since. 

THIS WAS NOT THE END 

of the scandal. The public n to discuss irregu- 
larities of conduct in the female school which were 
said to haye occurred some time previously. It was 
alleged there had been several lapses from virtue in 
the institution. The Blaine scandal was the ca 
sheaf, and the patrons of the school took their chil- 
dren home and the institution went to the wall. Col. 
Johnson left the town, and it was —_ after several 
years and a change of management that public con- 
fidence was restored and the school resuscitated and 
putona substantial basis. Col. Johnson had the 
names of 125 pupils on his catalogue in 1850, and the ¢ 
institution, which is now the pride of Bourbon Coun- 
ty people, is usually attend by 100 to 150 young 
ladies. There has never been a breath of suspicion 
against it since the affair referred to, and it enjoys 
to the highest degree the esteem of the public. 

Now this was the story which the Times commis- 
sioner was instructed to investigate. The school is 
still here, although the boarding house occupied by 
the pupils was burned down years ago. In 1850-5! 
a church was used as a school house, and it stands 
here to-day. On the site of the boarding house 
stands a very handsome college, containing recita- 
tion-rooms, dormitories, dining-rooms, ete. The 
pupils who, during the years 1848, 1849, 1850 and 1851 
attended the schools at Georgetown, Blue Licks and 
Millersburg are scattered all over the United States. 
Many of the males i up their lives fn the re- 
bellion. The institution furnished brave men during 
the war, some wearing the blue and others the gray. 
Numbers of them were seen by the Times commis- 
sioner during his visit of a week to the Blue Grass 
region. The question arises in the mind of every 
one, “Can the story be corroborated?" 

The Times commissioner in many cases took the 
affidavits of parties—whose characters are above 
reproach—conversant with the affair, and, without 
giving publicity to their names, reproduces several 
of the statements. The following is a sample; 

Strate oF Kentucky, Bourbon County. — ——

1at affiant himself watched the 
matter very closely, and saw Miss —— nearly every 
day during the period referred to, That her 
abdomen began to swell and grew so large she had 
every indication of being at least six or seven 
months pregnant, and her countenance also 
every indication of her being in a delicate condition, 
and her situation was by the people of of Millers- 
burg accepted as a tive fact and never denied, 
That when Miss —— orogeny was at its height 
she disappeared from Millersburg and has never 
been seen here aince. That Blaine left about the 
same time, and has never returned to Milsersburg. 
Affiant ewears that at the time a Millers- 
burg her pregnancy was e e 
ond freely talked about. To t's mind, re 
could be no question of her 4 said 
Blaine, Her name was never cou of 
anyone but his. The scandal referred to had the ef- 
fect of breaking up said school.

A FORLORN HOPE. 


Ohio and Wisconsin Almost Certainly 
Lost to the Republicans, 


They Hope to Carry New York and Indiana 
—The Effect of the Prohibitionists’ 
Cam paign—Thousands of German 
Voters Joining Hands With 
the Democrats — Some- 
thing About Cuba. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

Wasuineton, August 12.—The complications in 
the political world seem to increase as the weeks of 
the Campaign pass. Therfeis no doubt that the Re- 
publicans are considerably alarmed regarding the 
situation in Ohio and other States where the Ger- 
man vote is powerful. Reports from those States 
show serious defections among the German voters. 
A studied effort is being made to induce the belief 
among them that Blaine isa Prohibitionist. That 
this claim is quite absurd is well known here, but so 
long as it answers the purpose of course it will be 
made just the same. It is having a marked effect, 
too, in the States where there are many German 
voters. In addition to this there are certain local 
influences at work in some of those Btates. In Ohio 
the Scott law is understood to be disturbing German 
voters very much. Parties arriving here from that 
section say that many votes will un- 
doubtediy be lost to the Republicans 
by the enforcement at this critical moment of 
this law. They say that the majority in the State 
is so small that the loss of a very small percentage 
of the German vote willturn the State over to the 
Democrats. In addition to this there isa feeling 
that the Republicans will lose materially by the Pro- 
hibition nominations both in Presidential votes and 
the matter of Congressmen as well.
